fore the oil will be moved, ac- 
cording to ]Mr. Levick. Conse- 
quently, he saT3, additional loss is 
entailed by the producer through 
evaporation, ^^he light oil in 
Kentucky eva^rates rapidly and 
it is said as much as ten per cent 
of a tank will be lost if it Stands 
for any length of time. 

There is comparatively little 
new jiroduction being brought in, 
Mr. Levick said, because of the 
low prices. Wells are b^ing drill-, 
ed only wherv.' necessary to hold 
leases. Old properties where the 
v. ells are alTected by water and 
wells that are under vacuum are 
lieing pumped to save them, he 
said. 

The falling off in the use of lu- 
bricants has contributed largely 
to the slack business. Every idle 
freight car, it is pointed oiit, 
means that one-half gallon of lu- 
bricant less is being used daily. 

Commenting- on the recently 
p.dded governinent tax on Mexi* 
can oil. Air. Levick said that even 
though it woold affect Kentucky 
to a small degree, the state's pro- 
duction is such a comparatively 
small part of the total of the 
count r\-. it is not very noticeable, 
'i'lie si.ite, he' said, produces an 
pvc rat^e of twenty-five tl^ou.sand 
biirreU a day, Avhile the nation's 
■'aii\ output averages about one 
a (juarter million barrels.
